Mr. Clark Writes His Letter of Resigna- 
tion This Afternoon, and the Central 
Committee Will Act on It To-Morrow— 
Dr. Lutz’ Opinion as te the Most Avail- 
able Candidate Suggests Mr. Otto— 
General Political News. 


Just aftef the Democratic Convention last 
Tuesday nominated its candidate for Circuit 
Attorney, William Fitzgerald, the veteran 
Geputy clerk ofthe Court of Criminal Cor- 
met a delegate coming out of 
Uhrig’s Cave Hall, as he himself was going 
in. 
‘*Who’s the man?’’ he asked. 
‘Otto?’’ 

‘*No; Ben Clark,’’ replied the delegate. 

Fitzgérald went into the halland got be- 
hind the Twenty-first Ward delegation. 
**One of you fellows let me have a proxy,’’he 
demanded. 

‘*Certainly,’’ sald Deputy Sheriff Lawrence 
Kickham. 

As the roll call began for nominations for 
Public Administrator Fitzgerald got the 
floor and made his voice heard in the midst 
of the confusion. 

‘*‘Mr. Chairman,’’ said he, ‘‘I move that 
when this Convention adjourns. it adjourn 
subject to the call of the chair.’’ 

A loud expression of dissent greeted this 
extraordinary proposition, and Chairman 
Roila Wells ruled it out of order. After Dr. 
J. G. Parrish was nominated for Coroner, 
Hugh Brady 
moved to lay it on the 
table, and the convention in up- 
roarious and unanimous chorus disposed of it 
that way. The sequel shows that Fitzgerald 
knew what he was about. 

The convention had no sooner ad- 
journed than the cool reflection of the 
delegates began to show them that they had 
made a mistake, and pressure was at once 
brought to bear on Mr. Clark to indyce him, 
for the sake of the ticket, to resign the nom!- 
nation for Circuit Attorney. He was in con- 
sultation with severul leaders of the party 
and candidates on the ticket last night and 
again to-day. At noon he said: 

CLARK WITHDRAWS POSITIVELY. 

‘‘T have decided to withdraw from _ the 
ticket, and I shall write a letter this after- 
noon to Dr. Frank J. .Lutz, resigning the

Mr. Clark informed the other candidates 
on the ticket personally of his decision this 
afternoon, and promises to have his letter of

The A. P. A. Makes a Request of St. Louis 
Ministers. 
The organization known as the A. P. A. 


has senta brief circular letter to many of the | 


ministers of the city requesting them to se- 
lect forthe subject of their sermon on Col- 
umbian Sunday, Oct. 16, the time-worn 
theme, ‘‘The Duties of Citizenship,’’ The 
circular suggest2d that the subject need not 
be handled in the usual manner 50 
common to college graduates who wade 


through a sea of roseate ideas when they 
tackle this subject and leave the 
auditors as wise as when they them- 
selves went through the same process. ‘the 
letter urged the ministers to couple 
the topic with the themeof the occasion, 
namely, the discovery of the New World, 
and to urge upon their hearers the necessity 
and the obligation imposed upon 
them to connteract Roman Catho- 
lic influence in public airs, and 
to treat Catholics as enemies of ‘the Repub- 
lic. The letter was not noticed very much at 
the time because ministers are the target of 
dozens of circulars, Dut now that the 
Columbian Sunday is at hand, it its 
said that several ministers are pre- 
pared to deliver a sermon in accordance 
with the line of thought suggested by the 
letter. Anumberof ministers of several 
creeds, seen to-day, remembered the letter, 
but had not preserved it. One had not re- 
ceiveda letter and was much disturbed 
when asked if he had because the question, 
he said, threw a refiex light on the query 
put him by several of his flock 
as to whether or not he was going to preach 
against the Catholics next Sunday, to which 
he answered no. The Methodist churches 
will all have Columbian sermons 
next Sunday because the pastors have 
been requested to prepare such a programme 
by their ecclesiastical superiors, but this re- 
quest was unaccompanied by any instruc- 
tions as to how the subject should be 
developed. In fact the sole object of the 
request is to bring before the people the pro- 
posed Methodist college at Washington, D. C. 


HAVE QUIT WORK. 


The Pickel Stone Co. Complain About the 
City Hall Inspection. 


There has been another hitch inthe work 
onthe new City Hall. This time it is the 
Pickel Stone Cvo., which was awarded the 
contract for all the cut stone work. 

If reports be true the Pickel company Is not 
at all pl ed with its contract and matters 
went so far last Tuesday that their employes 
threw down their tools and threatened to 
quit work. : 

None of themare working to-day on the 
building, and a Post- DISPATCH reporter, who 
visited it, was informed by Supervising Ar- 
chitect Mann that the foreman of the Pickel 
company informed him last night that they 
would not work any longer under the pres- 
ent system of inspection. 

‘*They complain,’’ said Mr. Mann, ‘‘that 
my inspectors are too severe and entirely too 
exacting With themin that they have not 
been accustomed to dowork in the way 
they require and that they won’t stand it.’’ 

‘*What have you required?’’ 

**Simply that they set the stones close on 
theline. They claimthata slight variation 
here and there makes no difference, as it is 
evened upinthecourse of the whole work. 
My inspectors won’t let them do this, but In- 
sist on each stone having its correct align- 
ment.’’ 

**What will de done then!’’ 

**I don’t Know. I told them I would not 
change the system of inspection and that 
they would have tolay their complaint be- 
fore the Board of Public Improvements. This 
will probably bedone at the next meeting of 
the board, butinthe meantime nowork is 
being done, It is saidalso that the Pickel 
company are very much dissatisfiea with the 
quality of stone being furnished them by the 
corporation with whom they contracted. It 
is not up to the standard of the sample 
furnished, it is alleged, and on 
which the contract was made. It readily 
shows discoloration from iron rust and other’ 
sources, and bids fair to prove a fallureas 
the chief ornamental stone of the bDullding. If 
the Pickel Co. should throw up their con- 
tract another long deiay would be occasioned 
in the completion of this already slowly con- 
structed building. There were not more than 


a corporal’s guard at work on the building 
to-day, setting the granite of the lower 


that the contracts have to be let separately,’’ 
he said. ‘*The contractor sets 1 stone and 
then has to wait forthe brick men to come 
and back itup, and vice versa. When the 
brick men are ready to go ahead with the 
work the stone men are not. 

‘*The quarrymen Keep us waiting a week at 
a time fora particular stone, which it is im- 
possible to proceed without. However, it is 
just as well, perbaps, as the work is cer- 
tainly Gone better by being done slowly, 
only [anticipate a picnic when we get about 
twenty contractors working on different 
parts of the building.’’ 

This building is certainly to be a very hand- 
some ones andis well worth a visit, even 
now.

DEFECTION OF JUDGE GRESHAM HAS SET 
THE BALL ROLLING. 


Administration Circles Alarmed at the 

‘ Strength of the Movement — Blaine 
Dragged From an Invalid’s Couch to 
Eupport a Failing Cause — John I. 
Davenport Defies an Investigating 
Committee — Springer at Alton — Pol- 
itics. 


INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., Oct. 14.—The Republi- 
can County and State Committee are con- 
cerned over information which has come to 
them within the last few days in regard to 
an organized movement among Republicans 
in this city to vote the Republican ticket from 
Governor down, and not to vote for Republl- 
can presidential electors. 

It is said that the: movement was set on 
foot more thana month ago and was well 
under way when the announcement was 
made that Judge Gresham would vote for 
Cleveland. The announcement of Judge 
Gresham’s intention is said to have 
encouraged the men who were 
at the head of the movement and 
members of the organization assert that 
within the last week nearly five hundred 
men in Indianapolis have pledged themselves 
to vote for the State ticket and not for Har- 
rison electors. 

The Republicans who are at the head of the 
movement are the men who were  op- 
posed to Harrison at Minneapolis. It 
is said that some of thse membDers of 
the County Committee have been aiding 
in recruiting these clubs of anti-Harrisonites 
and thatthe leaders got their cue from the 
anti. Harrison crowd at Ft. Wayne. 

A prominent Republican, who is well in- 
formed on St&te politics, said to-day that 500 
Republicans in Ft. Wayne have pledged 
themselves to vote the Republican State 
ticket and not to vote for Harrison electors, 


AN OTTPOURING OF DEMOCRATS, 


STEVENSON AND SPRINGER ADDRESS THE PEO- 
PLE AT ALTON. 

ALTON, Ill., Oct, 14.—The friends of De- 
mocracy gathered at Alton in force to-day to 
hear Vice-Presidential candidate A. E. Ste- 
venson and Congressman Wm. M, Springer 
discuss the issues of the campaign. Gen. 
Stevenson was first introduced ahd madea 
forceful and convincing address, paying 
especial attention to national estions, the 
tariff and the force bill. Y 

After the conclusion of hig speech Mr. 
Springer addressed the people. 

Mr. Springer devoted his time mainly toa 
consideration of the tariff question, but took 
occasion to reply to the speech of Senator 
Sherman delivered recently in PMiladelphia, 


in reference to the position of the Democra- 
tic party on State banks. Mr. Springer said: 


Senator Sherman and other leaders of the Repubh- 

ublican party are trying to distract public attention 
rom the tariff by charging that the Democratic 
party isin favorof State banks an@ State bank cur- 
rency. This effort to evade the creat issue of tariff 
reform will not succeed, The tariff question is the 
great and paramount issue at this time in this cam- 
paign, and itcannot be downed or obscured by the 
desperate cry of wildcat currency. The clause in 
the Democratic platform favoring areppal of the m- 
ternal revenue tax of 10 pertenton the circulation 
of State banks does not make the propriety of issuing 
State bank notes a party issue It i¢ merely an 
expression of disapprobation of the ex- 
ercise of the taxing power of the gene@ral govern- 
meuttointerfere with the reserved fights of the 
State, Thetax on the circulation of State banks 
was not imposed for the ey of raising revenue 
tosupport the government, but wasforjthe purpose 
of suppressing the notes issued by State banks in 
order to give National banksa monopoly of issuing 
paper money. Congress has no more right to im- 
pose a tax upon the notes of Stace banks in order to 
suppress them, than it has toimpose aftax upon the 
deposits and discounts of State and private banks in 
order to neprece such banks entirely. If Congress 
can rightfully and constitutionally exercise such 
a power,dt could also imposesuch atax upon the 
rents of land asto make lands worthleg§s as invest- 
ments, and thus compel the occupancy and cultiva- 
tion of land as the only condition of ownersbip. 
However desirable such a policy might /be regarded 
by some people, it would be a most dangerous and 
unwarrantable exercise of the taxing nowerof the 
General Government. The prohibitory tax upon 
the circulating notes of State banks is without any 
warrantintne Constitution, and the @ourts would 
unaoubtedly so hoid ifa test case was brought be- 
forethem,. Such a tax violates the principle of uni- 
formity which the Constitution requires in the levy- 
ing of all taxes. The clause in the Constitution upon 
this subject is as follows: 

Art. 1, sec. 8—The Congress shall have power 
first, to lay and collect taxes, duties, imposts and 
excises, to pay the debts and provide for the com- 
mon defense and general welfare of the United 
States’; but all duties. imposts and excise shall be 
uniform throughout the United States. 

if the taxes were levied equally upon/the circulat- 
ing notes of all banks it would be within the tech- 
nical power ofithe Government; but to impose a 
prohibitory tax upon one kind of bank notes and ex- 
empt other kinds of bank notes from taxation is 
exercising the taxing power unequally and not for 
the purpose of raising revenue, but to Interfere 
with one kind of bank issie to build 
up another, to euppress one kind of 
currency which the States undoubtedly have the 
right to issue, and ore a monopoly to those who 
issue another kind of crrrency. Comgress might 
suppress by the exercise of the taxing power inthis 
way many evils or alieged evilsin the States, but it 
does not follow that those who would oppose such 
unconstitutional exercise of such power by Congress 
are in favor of promoting the evils against which the 
power of Congress might be directed.. The States 
are able to deal with all such evilsand the rights of 
the people willbe safeinthe hands of their repre- 
sentatives in their State Legislatures, 

Some citizens of Southern States have expressed a 
desire for the repeal of the 10 per cent tax on the 
issues of State banks in order to enable the States in 
which they live to incorporate State banks of issue. 
If any State in the Uaion should incorporate such 
banks the law authorizing them would of necessity 
require ain ple security to be deposited in some safe 
depository to protect the Vill holders from loss. In 
default of such security the circulating notes of such 
banks woulda be worthless and nobody wuuld take 
them. They could not be made a legal tender. 
The constitution of the United States 
ite that in 80 .many_ words, 
be required to receive such notes unless they volun- 
tarily chose todoso. Ifsuch notes were made good 
beyond peradventure or any contingency which 
might happen, they would be just as safe as a circa- 
lating medium as national bank notes. There 
would, however, still be this objecsion to them, they 
would lack universality; the bills would not be 
recognized in other parts of the country and would 
be discarded more on account of wantof knowledge 
of their character and reliability thgn from any 
other cause. When such notes were common in 
this country before the war, the Government of the 
United States had not assumed the tunction of 
furnishing a _ circulating medium of  suffi- 
cient quaatity to meet the demands of 
trade; but since the Government has issued the 

reenback or treasury note, and madeit a legal ten- 
Ser for all debts public and private, it is universally 
accepjed as money, not onlyin this country, but in 
Europe, and the value of such netes does not de- 
pend upon the deposit of bonds or security of any 
kind for their redemption, The people are now en- 
tirely satisfied with this kind of peer circulation, 
and want no better money, No State can now in- 
corporate banks authorized to issue circulating 
notes, however well such notes may be secured, and 
give such notes univérsality of acceptance, and inake 
them generally receivable in payment of debts. The 
people will prefer the greenback or national bank 
currency to any such issues. TheNational Treasur 
notes will always be preterred and Congress shou! 
giveus enough of such notes to be issued from 
time to time to meet the demand of trade. There

Whether Mr. Biaine will take the 
platform or not, they felt that his active in- 
terest In the campaign and his counsels will 
be of great advantage te the Republican 
cause. Mr. Biaine, by his earnestness last 
evening, convinced his hearers that he was 
never more loyal to the Republican cause 
than at present and placed himself at the 
disposal of the committee, It is said that he 
wili from this time on do é@verything for the 
Republican ticket that his heer condition 
will permit. it is not yet decided whether 
he willappearon the platform or not. He 
is peckatir willing todo so, and the Repub- 
lican leaders are anxious to have him. 

He is not equal tothe speaking in a large 
auditorium like the Madison Square Garden 
at present owing to his voice, it having lost 
much of its old-time power. He also has a 
cold that manifests itself both by hearseness 
and a slight cough. But he is said to be 
gaining steadily in strength and in about ten 
days it is expected he may bein condition to 
Golives anaddress.

Four Men Killed in a Freight Train 
| Collision. 


THE CARELESSNESS OF A TRAIN DIS- 
PATCHER AT FAULT. 


Engineers and Firemen Save Themselves 
by Jumping—Five Deadand Six In- 
jured the Result ofthe Shamokin Ex- 
plosion—Electric Car Calamity—Burned 
to Death—Casualty Record. 


PROVIDENCE, R.I., Oct. 14.—Two freight 
trains on the New London Northern Rall- 
road came together at Harrison’s Landing, 
two miles above New London, at 6:45 o’clock 
this morning. Four men and three horse 
were killed. The men werein the car with 
the borses and were bound for the fair at 
Poquonnoc, Oonn. Two of the men were 
Charles Henry and Wm. Gillen of Boston 
Springs, N. Y. The others are unknown, 
The engineers and firemen of both trains 
jumped from their cabs and escaped injury. 
Both locomotives were badly damaged and 
three cars were smashed into kindling-wood. 
The track is blockaded, but it is expected 
to be clear by 8o0’clock. The train dispatcher 
at Norwich is blamed for the accident. 


The engines came together head on, anda 
frightful wreck wasthe result. The south- 
bound train contained four race horses 
bound for the races at Groton to- 
day. Four of the five men in charge of 
the horses were killed outright, and one was 
so fearfully injured that he died a few 
minutes after reaching this city. Of the fifth 
man nothingis known, and there is nothing 
upon his person which would tend to identify 
him. The race horses killed were Teddy R., 
Brockaway, Wonderful Cure and Jennie 
Maynard. None of the train hands suffered 
injury other than that sustained in jumping. 
Both engineers and firemen saw the 


collision could not be averted, and after 


shutting off steam they leaped from their 
machines. The scene at the point 
where the wreck occurred is one of 
fearful destruction. The carwhich carried 
the horses and men was carried, after the 
collision, over the engine of the northbound 
train and then fell over onits side. Other 
cars ofthis train werein asimilar manner 
thrown over andtothe sideof the Boston 
freight. 


CASUALTIES. 


A DOZEN PERSONS INJURED BY THE WRECK OF 
AN ELECTRIC CAR. 


Boston, Oct. 14.—About 7 o’clock yesterday 
evening a crowded electriccar, while going 
down a slight grade on Broadway, South 
Boston, became unmanageable, owing to the 
slippery ralls, and when between H andl 
streets the forward truck left the track. This 
broke the swivel bar, which went up through 
the car and through the roof, injuring quite 
anumber of persons. None of them were 
sufficiently injured to necessitate their re- 
movaltothe hospital. Among the wounded 
were Lizzie Bradley, 35, left shoulder and 
right hip hurt; MMs. “Mary Barry. 72, cut on 
the right side of face, also right hand hurt; 
M. L. Saddler, 85, scalp wound; M. J. Plun- 
Kett, 48, cut over the eye. A dozen others 
received bruises more or less severe. The 
car was considerably damaged. 


FIVE DEAD, SIX INJURED. 

SHAMOKIN, Pa., Oct. 14.—The number of 
men killed and injured by the explosion of 
gas at the Philadelphia & Reading Co.’s Ster- 
ling Run colliery is now known to be eleven. 
Of these five were dead and the remaining 
six so badly burned and mutilated that 
small hopes for their recovery are enter- 
tained. When the explosion occurred it 
was accompanied by a very heavy fall of 
coal, rock and debris, which entombed five 
ofthe miners. A rescuing band was at once 
organized, but owing to the unsafe condition 
of that part gf the mine in which the explo- 
sion has occurred, and tbe presence of black 
damp, their progress was necessarily slow. 
Relief parties were formed apd early this 
morning the last body was reached and 
brought to the surface, Many narrow es- 
capes were made by miners working in parts 
ot the mine near where the explosion oc- 
curred, but all the men are now out. 


CRUSHED. UNDER CAR WHEELS.

But there 
is so little tobacco in a cigarette, and what 
there is is usually s0 mild, that in order to 

et any good—more properly, any bad—of it 
he smoke must be taken deeper into the 
system, A man may smoke acigarette in the 
ordinary way and scarcely be conscious that 
he has smoked anything, but if he in- 
hales the smoke he ts {instantly aware that he 
has taken a narcotic stimulant. As it is 
about the cheapest of stimulants, so it is 
about the meanest and most despicable,. It 
only lasts an instant, and commonly it leaves 
behind a collapse, not of serious dimensions, 
but disproportionate to its cause, A cigar 
judiciously consumed often soothes’ the 
smokers nerves and refréstes his energies, 
stirring him from stlence to conversation, 
promoting his serenity and producing 
apileasant fiow of thought and language. 
The effect, too, is lasting enough to be com- 
parable tothat offood, and its stimulating 
qualities being Slowly imparted are not fol- 
lowed by collapse. But there is no food effect 
about acigarette. That is all. spurand no 
oats: hehce the common after-dinner prac- 
tice of smokinga cigarette first forthe sake 
ofits momentary Intoxication, andthen a 
cigar for its more wholesale and lasting 
effect. 

Considering what very poor things cigar- 
rettes are itis surprising that they should 
haye got such a hold on the community. 
But, fthad as they are, they are extremely 
oy ertoing ° The use of them, when carried 
to excess, beeomes a habit that is most dii- 
ficult to break, while they are so cheap and 
so convenient that it takes exceptional dls- 
cretion tosinoke them atall without smok- 
ing them toa deleterious extent. Of -course 
itis primarily because they gare so cheap 
that they appeal so generally to boys; but 
even with boys, who ought not to be allowed 
to smoke at all, it ts not s0 much 
the tobacco in the cigarette that does 
the mischtef as the pestilent and Insinuating 
practice of inhaling the smoke. An ordinary 
boy of wholesome appetites won’t smoke 
Cigars or pipe tobacco enough to do him 
serious damage, even if he can get them. Nor 
would the civarettes he might smoke be so 
serious @€@ menace to his welfare if he would 
only smoke them as he would elgars. The 
trouble is that as soonas he gets used to 
cigarette smoking he begins to inhale the 
smoke, and presently Is fixedin a habit that 
plays the mischief with him, 

Whether anything besides tovacco goes 
into ordinary cigarettes is a much-discussed 
question. The effect they somé:imes pro- 
duce onthe brain 1s so a@lfferent from that 
due to tobaccotn other forins as to favor the 
theory thatimany of them contain opium or 
valerian; but this the manufacturers deny, 
usually asserting that such drugs are too ex- 
pensive to put into cheap cigarettes, even if 
it belped their marketable qualities. One 
thing besides the tobacco obviously goes into 
them, and that is the paper, the fumes of 
which are doubtless bad for thé throat and 
lungs as far as they go. .

some: To be sure, some squea&smish persons 
might object to seeing their wives and 
daughters’ feetand ankles pawed over by 
the Chinese salesmen, bautthe customers do 
not appear to objeet, and if they do not, why 
whoshould? Many of the customers, how- 
ever, appear a little shamefaced, and take 
thelr s@éats in @& part of the store where an up- 


right stowecase prevents them from being 


visible to passers-by in the street, whilelf a 
male cnustopier intrudes he tis received with 
anything but friendly glances from the 
ladies, though welcomed by the salesmen. 
The shoes in this estab'isiument are as styl- 
ish in cut and fit and in the quality of kid as 
fine as can be bought in any fashionable 
adown-town storé fortwice the money. Pie 
result has been, of cottrse, to draw a targe 
class of castomeérs fromthe American éstab- 
lishments. Although this store is in China- 
town and has not been long open, the owners 
have found it necessary to make an ex- 
tension at the back to accommo- 
date their rapidly growing trade, 
The clerks are atways busy, with many 
people waiting to be aftended to, The other 


day fifty well-dressed and stylish-appearing 


ladies wére counted inthe store at one time. 
the proprietor of the place. speaks English 
welland is most affable. He said that he 
had gone into the retail trade only as an ex- 
periment to see whether it would payor not, 
and that he did not expect to have somany 
customers as he had. When asked how it 
wasthatthey sold their goods for so much 
less thanthey can be bought elsewhere, he 
replied that he sold his shoes at retail for 
only atrifie more than at wholesale prices, 
and thatthe difference they realized lay in 
receiving for retail Sales cash, while at 
wholesale they were obliged to give credit. 

The factory ts situated right above the 
store, and dozens of Chinamen are Kept bus!i- 
ly employed, The machinery is all of the 
latest, and is run aoe eit by electricity. It 
is a large, airy place with plenty of windows 
—quite different from the small, illy venti- 
lated rooms the Chinese usualiy work in—and 
the proprietor is yuite proud of this fact. 

Only shoes of fine quality are made here, 
and the material is certainly the equal of that 
used in any of the American fine shoes. They 
import their own fine kid from France, and 
the restcomes from the Bast direct from the 
manufaeturers. 

The péople who are patronizing the Mongo- 
lians afée not; as might be supposed, the 
laboring class or those always onthe hunt 
for Dargains, but many of the most wealthy 
and fashionable members of society, and the 
extent to which the trade has grown may be 
judged when the Sacramento street stote was 
obliged, after bullding on an addition tothe 
place, to puta partition in one 6nd on hinges 
so as to throw it all into one imimense room 
to accommodate the fifty and often more 
ladies Who happen to be In the place at one 
time, It may not seem to some ladies a 
pleasant thing to have a Chinaman trying on

FRENCH AND GERMAN SOLDIERS. 


Their Merits in the Field Compared and 
Estimated. 


The military correspondent of the London 
Daily Telegraph has Written a series of arti- 
cles concerning the comparative merits of 
French and German soldiers. He made his 
observations during a@ six weeks’ tour of 
Western Germany and Eastern France; and 
has shed an exceptional amount of light 
upon the personnel of thetwo great armies 
whith watch eachtiother day and night, year 
ifiand year out, from opposite sides of the 
Vosges. 

The punctiliousness ol the Gérman soldier 
in comparison with the French and Engiish 
soldier most surprised the correspondent, 
The German never fails to salute his gupert- 
ors, and the latter invariavly return the cus- 
tomary recognition. He may be in fatigue 
dress, with a loaf in one hand and A sausage 
in the Other, but at sight of an-officer he 
stands to ‘‘attention,’’ when the hand salute 
cannot be givén without making it ridicu. 
lous. The Frenehman takes life far more 
easiiy; and only under ordinary and eon- 
venient circumstances When he Meets an 
officer does he salute, If heis engaged at 
the time tn wheeling a cart or drinking coffee 
the chances are he wlll not pay auy attention 
to the officer. 

‘née old belief that the German soldiers are 
inferior as fighters to the French soldiers, 
that they can wih only through thetr superior 
organization or through superior strength; is 
likely to be shaken somewhat by the correé- 
spondent’s analysis of the merits of Fritz and 
Piou-Piou in the field. He says: 

‘‘In every capacity Fritz seems to bea aiii- 
gent,dependable, honest fellow. Takenin the 
masts, whether Prussian, Bavarian, or Saxon 
he is not what could be truly called an ideal 
military type; he is dogged rather than com- 
bative. The habits and methods ofthe parade 
and fleld days are deeply rooted in him, and 
he awaits the commands of thos@ set over 
him, self-initiation beingarare excéption. 
Summed up, martinet though iritz may De, 
his stolid rellability makes him a most valid - 
able fighting man, fiore to be countéd upon 
in action than those races with greater zeal 
for combatand quicker perception who can- 
not endure the strain of that sevére dls- 
cipline which treats buman units as only 
parts of a machine. his, I think, Is the ut- 
migst that ean be fairly said about the Ger- 
man Soldier. I de not go to the 
length, because I think the _ criticism 
was not merited, of the distinguished 
Prussian officer who the other day told me 
that the fighting ete f their men was not 
nearly so good as that ofthe French troops. 
‘Give us Frenchmen tratned and drilled as 
our fellows have been;’ said the officer re- 
ferred to, ‘we could have done infinitely 
more and better work withthem.’ I differ 
entirely from him, because Fritz Is really 
solid rather than showy, and what I have 
obgerved duging the past week in following 
the French Maneuvers confirms me in that 
opinion, 

‘*f don’t wish to underrate Piou-Piou’s 
military genius and valor in thie least, but 
his German compeer has stout qualities that 
offset the other, Dash and enthusiasm are 
first rate, but neither willever fiil the place, 
either In civil or military history, to be won 
by study, mastery, or technique, and faithful 
adhesion to improved methods in the dis- 
charge of human affairs. In France the sys 
tem of military training remains much 
on the old = basis. (ermany, which 
has from time to time never  »hesi- 
tatedtoremodel her methods, has within 
the last tem’years fairly revolutionized her 
old Drill Sergeant ways. It is almost in- 
credible that Prussia, since the days of the 
Great Elector before all other countries in 
exacting clockwork and ramrod precision in 
drill, holding masses of men as mere 
automata, should now have reversed the 
process, and jts officers be incessantly  in- 
cessantly ips&ting upon intelligent freedom 
ofmovementrrther than exactitude, and 
high individual standard in place of 
dead untformity. It is easter for Germany to 
decree than to carry out the French principle 
of training, the traditions of the Prussian 
service were not to be obliterated Ina day 
andso with their newer scheme and plan of 
drilling they still retain much of the old-time 
stiffness and precision, By and by they may 
getrid of the former; the latter is of more 
value, 

‘*The innovations of drill which have been 
made repeatediy since the catastrophe at 
Jena, which, since the introduction of smoke- 
less powder and small caliber rifles, have 
been directed against close, solid formations 
have resuited ina looseness and simplicity of 
formation which certainly would have given 
the trascible Hohenzollerns of the last cen- 
tury fits of apoplectic rage. Much time is 
how devoted to mastering wxtending and 
closing drill, but most ofallis given to ac- 
quiring the use of the rifle, alming and fir? 
ing. ‘ihere is no be! glee and pulling of the 
recruit into strained positions while aiming. 
He is told to plant his feet properly, stand 
erect, and take careful sight. For the rest 
he is tolerably free to poise his rifie as it suits 
him, alming fromthe left shoulder if he is 
left handed apd prefers that sidé. The Na- 
poleonic Maxim that fire is everything is 
now most conscientiously belleved and prac- 
ticed by German offleersin training their 
men.’’ 

Ofthe German officers the correspondent 
says: ‘‘No praiseits toobigh, no words too 
strong to describe their excellence as mijil- 
tary leaders, Doubtless tiiey have faults, 
from some of which their French rivals are 
happlly free;on the other hand, they know 
their duty, attend with exemplary fldelity to 
its discharge, andare proud of their posi- 
tion, regarding the work as of the utmost 
rok oma to the well-being of their native 
and,.’’ 

The French soldier’s ability to outmarch 
the German soldier is probably beyond ques- 
tion. This was noticed by military critics 
throughout the maneuvers of last year. The 
Telegruph correspondent noticed numerous 
cases of lameness among thie German sol- 
diersin the fleld, but during his stay in 
France did not remark one man who showed 
ste ae of suffering even after the hardest day’s 
works. 

In his letter published on Sept. 21 the corre- 
spondent gives an interesting, though in- 
complete, accountof what he observed of 
the maneuvers ofthe Sixth French Army 
Corps under Gén. Jamont: ‘‘For two weeks 
the corps, which was tade up from the gar-

Not the Tammany, But thé Species They 
Have in India. 
From the Harper’s Magazine. 


The tigerisnotsucha very great misfor- 
tune to the neighborhood where he happens 
to have fixed his abode. His chase gives 
pleasure, excitement, and exercise to the 
many hard-worked officials, whose lives 
would be those of uninterrupted routine were 
it not for this recreation. Itisalso of great 
assistance to the district officials, as it makes 
them much better acquainted with the pcople 
under thelr charge, and they get to know 
out of-the-way places which, but for this 
sport, they would never have visited. 

The tiger is a very necessary evil in India, 
and were it not for him, deer and wild boar 
would increase to such numbers that the 
cultivation of the land would become an im- 
mense hardship, and almost an impossibil- 
ity;he keeps them within bounds, and re- 
lieves the ryots from watching their flelds 
by night in the unhealthy localities. 

We are accustomed in England to hear con- 
stant war preached against this animal for 
its total extermination; but this ought only 
to be in cases of the destructive cattle-killer 
or man-eater, and these ought to be got rid 
of atany cost. The villagers are always ex- 
tremely carétul of their good cattle, watch- 
ing them Welland keeping them grazing on 


the border of flelds where they are working, | 
and would be very sorry if the tiger were ex- | 


terminated; of course they themselves are 
often carried off by man-eaters. But tigers 
of this class are luckily very scarce. 

Tigers are still very numerous in the State 
of Mysore, and panthers have often been 
killed in the city itself quite recently. I be- 
lieve that in Mysore the largest tigers in In- 
dia are to be found; Some have been killed 
quite lately by Sportsmen measuring nearly 
10 feet 6inches from the nose to the tip of 
the tail. There are two kept by the Mahara- 
jah inthe court-yard of his cattle stables 
that measure Very little short of that.

RELIGIOUS NEWS. 


Matters Discussed by the Triennial Epis- 
\ copal Convention. 


BALTIMORE, Md., Oct. 14.—Less than one- 
third of the deputies to the Triennial Episco- : 
pal Convention were in their seats at 10 
o’clock this morning, when Rev. Morgan Dix 
called the house together for its ninth day’s 
session, The devotional exercises of the 
morning were conducted by the Rev. J. M, 
Barrister, D. D.,of.Alabama. Canop amend- 
ments were introduced and referred. } 

Rev. Dr. Joseph Carey of Albany, made a 
report to the convention on behalf of the 
deputation sent to represent the general 
convention at the Provincial Synod of Can- 


ada, held at Montrealon Sept. 15. Dr. Carey 
spoke of the fruitful results of these inter- 
changes of brotherly visits. Rev. Dr. Jones 
of Ohio, offered a resolution designed to ad- 
vance the Nterary standard of the clergy of 
the church. Referred to Canons Committee, 

A resolution was adopted limtting the time 
to be occupied after Monday in_ speech- 
making by any deputy otherthan the chair- 
man of a committee, to five minutes, 

A resolution offered by Rev: William Jones 
of Arkansas threatened an acrimonious dis- 
cussion, but the threatening mutterings and 
expressions were stilled by a motion to lie on 
thetabie, which was carried. The resolution 
provided that a clergyman convicted ofa 
serious offense, such as drunkenness or im- 
morality, be prohibited from officiating forat 
least a year after the commission of such of- 
fense. Dr. Jones Knew of cases were cler- 
gymen, driven from their posts, li ediately 
resumed their clerical functions in another 
diocese. 

Upon motion of Rev. Dr. Nelsonof New 
York the report of the Committee on Hymnal, 
which had been made the order of the day for 
11 o’clock this morning, was postponed until 
11 o’clock on Monday. 

J.M. Woolworth, chairman of the Com- 
mittee on Rules, presented a voluminous re- 
port. Therules proposed by \r. Burgwin of 
Pittsburg to govern the convention in acting 
uponthe report on thejhymnal were favor- 
ably reported and adopted. 

A message from the House of Bishops was 
received saying it had adoptedeight changes 
in the lectionary. The message was referred 
to the Committee on Prayer Book. 

Atllo’clock the two houses metin joint 
session as the Board of Missions. 

The venerable Bishop Whipple (the 
apostle of the Indians) presided. Bishop 
Scarborough of New Jersey: addressed the 
convention on the status and past work of 
the board. ‘len years ago he said the board 
had but $21,000, while to-day their treasury 
held $226,000 to be used in evangelizing that 
part of humanity not yet under the benign 
influences of the gospel. 

A memorial from the Woman’s Auxillary 
was presented submitting a plan for the best 
means of using the enrollment fund in mls- 
sion work. The fund now amounts to about 
$165,000. A discussion followed on the scheme 
to leave the colored work in the hands of the 
Southern bishops. Bishop Dudley favored it, 
Bishop Peterkin of West, Virginia said that 
eight of the sixteen Southern bishops were 
against changing the character of the com- 
mission. Bishop Sessions of Louisiana was 
satisied with the work of the commission, 
and was averse to a change. Assistant 
Bishop Gilbert tavored the old commission, 
and urged the danger of introducing any 
elements of disintegration or jealousy. 
Bishop Paret of Maryland said he had voted 
for the new commission, and again favored 
the change. Mr. Joseph Bryanof Virgtnia 
confirmed Bishop Paret’s stand. 


CONGREGATIONAL COUNCIL. 
MINNEAPOLIS, Minn., Oct. 14.—This morn- 
ing, whenthe Congregationalist Council re- 
lieved the sober work of its reports by allow- 
ing the advocates of the different cities who 
wanted the next meeting a chance to speak 
in favor of their respective cities, wave after 


wave of laughter and applause rolled up 
from the auditorium at the humorous 
speeches made. 

The matter came up on the report of the 
Committee on Place and Time of Next Meet- 
ing, which was in favor ofthe next meeting 
being held on the Pacific Coast, elther at San 
Francisco or Tacoma. Dr. Brown of San 
Francisco took occasion to say that the city 
of -an Francisco had long waited for the 
holding of this or some other body of the 
church, and he hoped now that the council 
would decide on his city.

PENSION SWINDLE. 


‘One of the Worst Cases of Fraud on 
Record. 


4 VETERAN’S SON APPLIED FOR A PEN- 
SION IN HIS FATHER’S NAME. 


International Compligations Likely to 
Follow an Arrest—-A Well. Poisoned 
and a Family Dying—Warden’s Wild 
Career —Incendiaries Arrested—Out- 
laws Captured—Criminal News. 


DOVER, N. H., Oct. 14.—Samuel W. Green 
of Wells, Me., was last night placedin jail 
here charged with one of the worst cases of 
pension fraud ever perpetrated. Samuel 
Green of Wells, Me., enlisted in Company K, 
Fourteenth Maine Regiment, Nov. 27, 1861, 
being 40 years of age, and was discharged 
March 27, 1862, at Augusta, by reason of the 
loss of three toes on each foot, before he was 
enlisted. He never applied for a pension and 
was run Overand killed by cars at Damaris- 
cotta, Me., while int~xicated eight years 
ago. Hehadason, Samuel W., who fileda 
claim for a pension July 24, 1890, at Saco, Me., 
under the name of Samuel Green, alleging 
that he enlisted Dec. 17, 1861, in Company K, 
Fourteenth Regiment, Maine Volunteers, 
and was discharged by taking cold at Augus- 
ta, and that he had heart trouble and he had 
been disabled half the time since. The 
claim was granted, giving him $12 a month 
fromthe date of application. The Pension 
Department found that there were some dls- 
crepancies between Green’s statement and 
the record and _ referred it to Charles Fair- 
Danks, Special Pension Examiner of New 
Hampshire, with the rbove results. 


WARDEN’S WILD CAREER, 


_——- 


A PROMOTER OF WILD CAT SCHEMES AND 
SHAKY BANKS. 

RUTLAND, Vt., Oct. 14.—Last evening the 
jury in the United States Court awarded the 
Receiver of the First Natfonal Bank of 
Frankfort, Kan., $5,007.50in the suit against 
the Bradford Savings Bank & Trust Co, to 
recover $7,500 in bonds sold the latter Dank by 
James 8. Warden. The case has been the 
most interesting tried in Rutland for years. 


Much surprise was expressed at the verdict, 
which is a peculiar one. Warden, who is 
rather a famous individual, is at present the 
agent for a Boston soap-house. For years he 
was connected with ‘‘wild-cat’’ banks and 
shaky investment companies in Kansas City 
and other Western cities. All these concerns 
have failed, included the bank, the receiver 
of which won the present suit. Through his 
operations a large number of Vermont cap- 
italists have been losers. Warden sold the 
Bradford bank the bonds about which the 
law sult arose, and which the jury has de- 
cided were in part the property of the Kan- 
sas bank. It is reported the matter will 
either be carried toa higher court or suit will 
be brought against Warden by the Bradford 
bank.

INTERNATIONAL COMPLICATIONS LIKELY TO 
FOLLOW AN ARREST. 

PITTSBURG, Pa., Oct. 14.—What may de- 
velop into an international row began here 
yesterday.

Ifany ofthe testator’s sons die, leaving no 
issue, hig share in his father’s estate shall be 
divided equally among his surviving 
brothers, 

He orders $10,000 to be divided equally 
among bis sons, Horton, John H., and 
Francis H., provided that the son Francis 
passes his entrance examination to the 
United States Military Academy at West 
Point at the examinations to be 
held at West Point next January. 
In case the son Francis fails to pass the ex- 
amination the executors of the estate are 
ordered to expend such portion of the $10,000 
not exceeding $5,000 as is necessary for the 
education of the son Francis in such business 
or profession as he may select and pay to the 
other two sons $2,500 each. 

In case that there is left of the $5,000 set 
apart for the education of his 
son, Francis, more than $2,500, 
after the education of said son, the 
amount over $2,500 1s to be divided equally 
among Francis and his two brothers, or their 
legal heirs. Incase the amount remaining Is 
$2,500, or less, the amount goes to Francis. 
In case of the death of any of the sons, leav- 
ing no issue, the share of sucht son shall be 
dividedequally among the surviving chil- 
dren. 

The remainder of the estate !s ordered 4di- 
vided equally among the children above 
named, and in case any of 
die without issue, his or ber 
share Is tao be divided equally 
among the surviving children. Pope Yeat- 
man of Joplin, Mo., and the son Horton 
are named as executors without bond. The 
wiil was executed Sept. 8 last. 

The son of Horton Pope took out letters of 
administration to-day on the estate of his 
mother, Clara R. H. Pope, who died June 11, 
1888, leaving no will. Her estate, which was 
not administered on before, ts valued at $10,- 
Ov0.

Coffeyville Prepared to Resist the Redcue 
of Emmett Dalton. 


COFFEYVILLE, Kan., Oct. 14.—This ‘town, 
before it bas fairly recovered from the ex- 
citement occasioned by the terrible tragedy 
of last week, in which four of the Dalton 
gang and an.equal number of citizens lost 
their lives, was again throwninto great ex- 
citement to-day. News was received that 
the remnant of the Dalton gang was about to 
attack the town and seek revenge for the 
death of their leaders, the Dalton ‘brothers, 
and at the same time rescue Emmett Dalton 


from the civil authorities, the gang believing 
that the wounded desperado was still here. 
It was 9 o’clock Thursday morning whena 
message was received from Chief Detective 
Dodge of the Wells-Fargo Express Co., who, 
in company with another detective, has been 
on thetrail of the Dalton gang for the past 
two months, giving information of the 
threatened attack. The message was sent 
from Wharton, I. T. Immediateiy upon its 
receipt arrangements were Made to guard 
against attack and to give the attacking 
party a warm reception. A volunteer com- 
pany was organized to defend ‘the town, 
Prominent among its members was Livery- 
man Kloehr, who did such great execution 
with his rifle during the attack last week, 
picking off three of the Daltons in as many 
seconds. Winchester rifles were collected 
from all the gunstores and from private 
citizens, but there were not enough 
to go around, More were telegraphed 
for to Parsons and Kansas Qity. Parsons 
evidently thougnt the people were calling 
for reinforcements fora telegram was soon 
received from there stating that 200 would 
leave shortly by special train. Answer was 
returned that Coffeyville wasamply able to 
care for herself ifshe could only secure the 
A consignment of rifles was received 
from there during the afternoon and every 
member ofthe volunteers wassoon armed. 
Intense excitement prevailed all day and 
when the attack was not made during the 
day the anxiety increased, it being uader- 
stood that anattack by night would place 
the defense at a decided disadvantages.

To the Editor ofthe Post- Dispatch: 

Your editorial statement ih Issue of Oct. 
ll, that with respect to street sprinkling 
cyclers cannot be satisfied, ought not to go 
unchallenged wheh appearing in a news- 
paper reaching so many readers as the PostT- 
DIsPpATCA Goes. Cyclers can be easily satis- 
fled on the street-sprinkling proposition, as 
ail they have ever asked is that !f the asphalt 
and granite streets must be sprinkled then 


sprinkle them rationally. 

You will find upon tnquiry that a large per- 
centage of wheelmen in St. Louis bave ridden 
over the same cliaracter of streets found 
here in all the prominent cities of the United 
States, and nowhere do the same cohdl- 
tions prevail as in &t. Louls. The propo- 
sition bas been examined and studied by 
young menas capabié as any appointee in 
the department of sprinkling in St. Louls. It 
is not the sprinkling that is vicious, but the 
mannerin which the dirt and slime its at- 
tempted to be removed from the surface of 
the street that isso obnoxious to wheelmen, 

The conditions which we find in st. Louls 
are briefly these: The granite and asphalt 
pavements are level and without elevated 
crossings; the surface of the street is 
drenched and the dirt is attempted to be re- 
moved bya coarse machine broom. The 
brooms do not take up all the dirt, but leave 
the slime and filth sticking to the surface of 
the street at least halfau inch neers This 
slime is never removed, but only stirred up 
on sweeping nights and drenched with water. 
When the sun ison the street evaporation 
begins, and if the vapor arising from this ac- 
cumulation of filth and silme is no more 
healthful than its odor is sweet, it Is not to 
de desired froma sanitary standpoint. Yet 
this goes on day after day, the same objec- 
tionable matter remains onthe streets’ sur- 
face to be sprinkled and dried up until an all- 
seeing Providence takes pity upon the stu- 
pidity, or worse, of those having this matter 
in charge, opens the flood gates of heaven 
and the pest-breeding slime finds its way 
into the river Via the sewers. 

Atnotime when water is artificially put 
upon the asphalt and grafiite, even after the 
sweeper has done its alleged work, Can a 
lady cross the street without getting over 
her shoe soles in mud ahd slime; at no time 
after sprinkling and sweeping can a horse be 
driven on thé streets without slipping. 

Butisthereany necessity for sprinkling? 
Other cities do not sprinkle the asplialt and 
granite except before sweeping. If there was 
no dirt, siime or filth upon the street there 
would be no necessity for sprinkling at all, 
and if it was done there would be nothing to 
absorb the water and it would find its way 
into the sewer or evaporate tn thirty ee 
lites, as inthe case of a pe? 3 shower. In 
either event the streets would not be ob- 
hoxious to anyone. 

In some Cities these streets are regularly 
scrubbed and dried off with a rubber ffistrn. 
mient similar to those used on plate giass 
windows, and the result is clean streets 
which do not require sprinkling. 

In other cities a fine steel sweeper, which 
removes every particle of dust ana dirt is 
used, spd there not remaining the faintest }

‘Clerk Barrett’s Official Proceedings Show 


That the Méasuré Passed as Introduced 
Without Alterafion by the Ways and 
Means Commi of the House—Fur- 
ther Light on a Strange Transaction. 


* The developments inthe matter of House 
Bill No, 46 of the Aésessorand Water Rates 
bill, as it is better known, are’ becoming hot 
only interesting but amusing. Mr. Tom Bar- 
rett,Clerg of the House of Delegates, has said 
that the amendment tothe oftginal bill of 
Mr, Scully was inserted by the members of 
the Ways and Means Comniittee of the House. 
This amendment asked for a raise in the sal- 
ary of Olerk Barrett’s friend, Mr. Thomas 
McCullough, the Meter and Elevator In- 
spector from $1,200 to $1,500 and an Incréase in 
the force Ut inspectors to thirteen instead of 
five. Mr. James P. Egan, who made the mo- 
tion in the House not to concur in the Council 
amendment, which left the salary as it was 
originall?, has said that the members of the 
Ways and Means Committee inserted the 
amendment in Mr. Scully’s bill, and on top 
ofall this Mr. Wm. H. O’Brien, who virtual- 
ly runs the Ways and Means Committee, 
said .in an interview published in 
yesterday’s Post-DispatTcu that his commit- 
tee altered the billtosuit themselves. Now, 
strange asit may seem, either the memories 
of these three gentiemen are very defective 
or there issome mistakein Clerk Barrett’s 
Minutes of the proceedings of the House of 
Delegates. 

There isnot the slightest evidencein the 
latter that the Ways and Means Committee 
ever changed or altered a single word in thé 
bill, agit was originally introduced by the 
Speaker of the House. 

NO AMENDMENT MADE, 

The journal of the House of Delegates 
shows that Speaker Ward introduced the 
bill on May 10 last. On May 17 it was read for 
the second time and referred to the Commit- 
tee on Ways and Méans. On May 20 the com- 
mittee reported it back to the House without 
amendment, and it was passed the 
same night by a vote of 22 yeas, there 
being no negative votes cast. It is to be pre- 
sumed that these minutes are correct and 
that Mr. O’Brien has forgotten in exactly 
what shape the bill tame to his committee, 
Mr. Scully states that the bill as presented by 
him to Clerk Barrett has virtually been 
passed both by the House and Council. Itis 
only the anchor which some one tacked on to 
the bill that is dragging now and creating all 
the trouble. 

Itis evident also from the published pro- 
ceedings of the House that this anchor was 
attached not by the Ways and Means Com- 
mittee, but by some one before the bill was 
originally introduced, because the Ways and 
Means Committee reported it back without 
any amendment and in that shape it passed 
the Lower House. It was only 
when it reached the Council Com- 
mittee and Mr. Scully was called on 
foran explanation of his bill that he was 
forced to confess to that body that some one 
had been tampering with the ofiginal Dill, 
ashe hadnot asked for an increase of Mr, 
McCullough’s salary. 

) A STRANGE PROCEEDING, 

Mr. O’Brien further stated In his interview 
yesterday that his committee could do what 
it pleased with any bill referred to it by the 
{ouse. 

This is all very tru6, but the rule whioh has 
governed all parliamentary committées of 
this kind, who have a Dill before the mem- 
bers for consideration and report, is at least 
to give the interested party or partiés a 
hearing in case any alterations are to be 
made. This was certainly not done in Mr. 
Suully’s case. His original bill, which he 
left with Clerk Barrett, provided simply 
tor an increase of five men to 
his force and a raise in the 
salaries of two employes in the Water Rates 
office. This bill was never before the Ways 
and Means Committee, because it was bever 
introduced inthe House of Delegates. By a 
preceeding, which was not a" unwar- 
ranted, but to say the least highly dis- 
courteous to Mr. Scully, his bill was thrown 
aside and a new one fixed up in Clerk Bar-« 
rett’s office, without Mr. Scully’s knowledge 
or consent, and introduced by Speaker Ward 
as coming from the head of the Water Rates 
office.

About half an hour be- 
fore the trio called atthe Dispensary Officer 
Coyne surprised three would-be burglars at- 
temipting toeffect anentrance inthe rear 
of a saloon at Fifteenth and 0O’Fallon 
streets. The men seeing the officer fled. 
Coyne fired two shots, ohe of which may 
have hitone ofthe men, It is thought that 
Brennan may have been in the party and 
have received his injury inthat manner. He 
Wasseenat the Hospital this morning and 
reiterates the story told at the Dispensary. 
He denied all knowledge of the attempted 
burglary.

LIGHTNING 18 NOT ZIGZAG. 


Its Course Is Sinuous and the Flash Mey 
Rave Many Ramifications. 


From the New Haven Palladitim, 


Several traits of lightning have. been dis- 
covered by photography that were not pre- 
viously suspected. Thisis particularly true 
of the course taken 7 athunderbolt. So 
ephemetal is the flash—it seldom lasts overa 
two-hundfeth part of a second, and some 
authorities say that occasionally it endures 
An a millionth—that the eye can distingpish 
little beyond the general route traversed. 
The poetic ahd popular concéption 
of the path of lightning is that it is 
& series of sigzags much sharper than those 
es a Virginia rail fence: Photography proves, 

owever, tliat thetrack does n6ét containa 
single angle, butis sintious, likeariver. It 
isa curious fact thati@ 1856, before this fact 
was thus established, James Nasmith de- 
Clared to the British Assodciation for the Ad- 
vancement of Sclence that he had never ob- 
served the zigzag form of lightning, but that 
to his 6ye the flash always appeared asin a 
diagram which tie offered, showing only 
— ahd with of withotit branches or 

orks. 

It is now evident that he was an exreption- 
ally keen observer, Photographs reveal not 
only the a= ny | ofthe track, butalso the 
ramified character of many flashes. some- 
times the filaments diverging from the main 
lihe are as numerous and delicate as the 
rootlets of a tree or the small tributaries to 
ariver. Whether these branches fiow into 
oroutofthe principal stream itis not — 
to say; yet electricity often discharges itseif 
by a number of routes, the quantity of fluid 
taking each one being ih proportion tothe 
conductivit f the atror other substance 
through which the current at that point 
passes. These photographs of ramified Ight- 
ning render much more intelligible than was 
formerly the case of some of the stories of 
thnndefbolt freaks: Unquestionably,instead 
Of one Solitary current skippihg to and fro 
around a room of athong several buildings, 
as has been supposed was the case in several 
lustahées, the stream has divided into sev- 
erai, each taking a tolerably direct Course to 
the earth. 

Besides the sintiouS and ramified types, 
photography shows the existence of a ri)bon- 
ike streak, flat, thin ahd wavy,quite distinct 
from other forms. Then, too, there is the 
‘*meandering’’ variety, which wanders all 
over creation without any distinct aim. Still 
another record made by photography Is called 
‘*dark’’ lightning, because the streak pro- 
duced, when a print {s made from a negative, 
is black and hot white. Precisely how this 
effect is caused has not yet been, satisfac- 
torily explained. One suggestion fs that it 
is dueto overexposure of the photographic 
plate. Asimilar result is obtained with the 
sun sometimes, where the very intensity of 
the light reverses the effeet. it might also, 
it is thought, be produted by a previous flash 
occurring just before the plate was exposed, 
and leaving a line of nitrous oxide Inthe air 
along its route. Asubsequent flash, slightly 
spriner away, would illuminate the whole 
field, but failto penetrate this streak. Ab- 
sorption ofthe rays would occur soMewHlat 
as in the case of a gas ih the spectrum. 

An interesting photograph Its reproduced tn 
Knowledge, a British sclentific periodical. It 
was taken with a lens attached to the vibrat- 
ing clapper of a small electric bell, which 
made nine strokes to the second. The picture 
gives three district traces, sinuous but par- 
allel, aid indicating that within a twentieth 
ofa second three discharges occurred over 
precisely the same route. To the observer 
these probably seemed to be one flash, pos- 
Sibly with a little quivering, The eye can, 
howevet, sometimes detect three or four 
separate flashes like these in close succession 
and foilowing the same path, Neither those 
which this photograph records nor those dis< 
tinguished by keen observers, however, are 
to be confounded with the electric oscilla- 
tions between sky and earth which some- 
times occur. These latter, says Prof. Elihu 
Thompson, are too rapid to be perceived, 


RECREATION GRUUNDS TOO SCARCE. 


Chicago One of the American Cities Which 
Are Well Provided. 


An American gentleman, writing to Garden 
and Jorcst from England, notes two things in 
particular which help the people there to get 
more for their money inthe way of recrea- 
tion than we do here. One of these is the 
enormous gmount of common land so easily 
accessible from the great cities, and the other 
the fine roads for bicycling, a form of recrea- 
tion in universal vogue. In his native city, 
Clacinnatl, this gentleman remembers that it 
was almost impossible for the boys to have 
a& game of base ball, and the few 
places then available are noW covered with 
Dulldings. He Bays: aaa of Cincinnati’s 
public parks are evere used for games, andI 
don’t think many of ovr Western cities allow 
such use of their parks. Here nearly ali the 
parks have immense space reserved for 
cricket, tennis, and the HNke, and the London 
vestries are continually acquiring new land 
for recreation purposes.’’ While Cincinnati 
is exceptionally backward among large 
Western cities in providing proper park fa- 
Cllities, the charge of not permitting a suf- 
ficient use of the parks for games would cer- 
tainly not hold against Chicago, where the 
corms enjoy the parks to a remarkable 
extent.

VrcroriA, British Columbia, Oct. 14.—The 
sealing schooner Sea Lion came into port 
yesterday. Capt. Bucholz said he had de- 
cided to start for home when off Behring 
Island on Sept. 13. On the afternoon of the 
15th it began blowing @ gale and by night the 
storm was terrific. On the morning of the 
16th he said they shipped a sea which car- 
ried away six sealing boatsand flooded the 
cabin, spoiled stores and. nearly Glled the 
vessel, which labored fearfully and drifted 
north. On the 25th she made Sand Point. The 
Captain went ashore and explained to Depu- 
ty Collector Bullock the condition Ris vessel 
was in, but declared he would not enter port 
ifat all liable to seizure. With his concur- 
rence the Sea Lion went in. Having 
been repaired, the schooner came off and 
on the same day the fur company’s schooner 
entered port with orders to have any vessels 
seized that had transferred skins to the 
steamer Coqulllon. In consequence the Sea 
Lion was seized on Sept. 38, Deputy Marshal 
Toda being placed in charge. On the night 
of the 2th another hedvy gale sprang up and 
the Sea Lion began dragging her anchor. It 
at once became evident that the schooner 
must either drift aghore or put to sea at 
once. Deputy Todd was told to either go 
ashore. or make up his mind that 
he was going to sea. The Ca 
tain offered him his adory and 
lanternto guide him to shore, which was 
about 1,000 yardsoff. This he accepted and 
the Sea Lion soon after puttosea. ThefCap- 
tain declares that the seizure of his schooner 
was a downright robbery. The Sea Lion 
bears marks of having had a terrible expert- 
ence. She has as the season’s catch 1,985 
skins, taken on the Russian side. The steam- 
er Coqguillon has discharged her seal skins 
and goes to Vancouver thismorning. 


SOCIALIST PROPAGANDA. 


BEBEL ADDRESSES BERLIN TRAMWAY 
EMPLOTYES. 


BERLIN, Oct. 14.—A midnight meeting of 
employes of the tramway and omnibus com- 
panies, held last night, is notable as the first 
attempt of the Socialists to penetrate the 
ranks of these men. The meeting was ad- 
dressed by Herr Bebel, who denounced the 
inadequacy of the wages paid the men, the 
fines imposed upon them and the shameless 
system by -which they are made dependent 
on public tips for a livelihood. He urged the 
men to organize and assert their rights. in 
spite of his assurances of the support of the 
whole working population, it was only with 
difficulty that nine men could be induced to 
fcrm a committee to fouud a Social Demo- 
cratic Trade Union. It was evident that the 
men feared the consequences of combining 
with the Socialists. 


GENERAL FOREIGN NEWS. 


BRITISH SOLDIERS REBEL AGAINST UNNECES- 
SARY HARDSHIPS. % 


Lonpon, Oct. 14.—Another case of mutiny 
exactly similar to that which occurred a few 
days ago at Windsor, has ocqyrred at Ports- 
mouth. The Thirteenth Company of the 
army service corps stationed there has been 
compelied to attend anumber of extra drilis 
which the men claim were entirely unneces- 
sary. Theconspiracy was prompted by the 
action of the Life Guardamen, who cut their 
saddles, and it is discovered that some time 
during the night the harness belonging to 
the horses of the Thirteenth Company had 
been so badly cut that they were worthiess. 
The members of the company are confined in 
their barracks. The military authorities are 
inquiring into the case, and it will probably 
go hard with the conspirators, in view of 
the many cases of insubordination that have 
occurred in the army in the last two years.

EUROPEAN GRAIN CROPS. 


Consular Reports From Wheat Producing 
Countries. 


New YorE, Oct. 14.—Figures obtained from 
official reports made to the government in 
every wheat producing country in Europe 
show that, excepting Great Britain and Italy 
the crop prospect averages nearly 16 per 
cent better than last year, says the WORLD’s 
London correspondent. France, Germany, 
Austria, Hungary, the Balkans, Roumania 
and Russia show improved conditions over 
1891. Italy’s wheat crop is 12 percent below 
last year’s. England’s is 17 percent below the 


normal yield. In fact this condition of 
affairs throughout Great Britain is the worst 
ever experienced. Last year was thought to 
be bad, but this is worse. Wheat will yield 
only 82.7 per cent; barley, 97; Oats, 93; - pota- 
toes, 95; beans, 81. 

In France the wheat crops have turned out 
satisfactory. The official statistics published 
by the Agricultural Department estimate the 
yield at 300,471,157 bu against 214,558,312 in 
1889. 


The average weight for this year’s wheat 
is 62% lbs per bu, against 61% lbs in 1891. The 
yield has been about 165% bu per acre. The 
rye crop is officially computed at 67,675,569 bu 
as compared with 659,369,513 bu in 1891. In 
Germany the wheat crop is estimated at 
101,750,000 bu against 85,000,000 bu in 1891. The 
empire will only require supplies from 
abroad of about 12,375,000 bu. The German 
rye crop is satisfactory and seems to have 
reached 245,000,000 bu. 

Austria’s wheat crop, according to the re- 
turns published by the Secretary of the In- 
ternational Grain Congress, he)d in Vienna, 
has yielded 49,551, 250 bushels, against 49,500,000 
bushels in 1891. ‘To cover the Cefich. 33,000,000 
to 41,000,000 bushels will be required from 
abroad. Theryecrop is estimated at 74,000, - 
000 bushels. 

In Hungary the annual report of the Minis- 
ter of Agriculture states that the wheat crop 
may be considered an average one with re- 
gard toquantity. Astothe quality, it varies 
considerably in different areas. The yield is 
given approximately at 137,000,000 bushels, 
against 124,000,000 in 1891, a surplus of 49%. 
Fifty five million bushels are availabie for 
exportation. The greater part of this will be 
taken by Austria. That ole monarchy will 
export 14,000,000 to 16,000,000 bushels.

Italy’s returns, published by the Minister

The deficit to be covered by importation will 
be from 30,000,000 to 33,000,000 bushels. 

Russia, according tothe latest official sta- 
tistics, has a wheat crop which may De esti- 
mated at 215,000,000 bushels, agains{ 187,- 
000,000 in 1891. The quantity available for ex- 
portation will be 60,000,000 to 69,000,000 bush- 
els. The Xussian ryecrop appears, accora- 
ing to figures given by the Economiste Fran- 
cais, to have yielded 596,000,000 Dushels.

The result 
will be a diminution of nearly one-haif in the 
income of those men, Six months ago repre-

RELIGIOUS OBSERVANCES OF THE COL. 
UMBIAN ANNIVERSARY NEXT SUNDAY.

The Celebration to Take Place at &t. 
Oharles—A Branch of the Union M. E. 
Church—Baptist Association Meeting— 
General Religious News of Interest. 


The various churches of the country have 
entered with a zest into the festal celebra- 
tions which have fortheir object the com- 
memoration ofthe quadro-centennial of the 
discovery of the New World by Columbus. In 
the midst of the grand civicand military 
pageants, the special religious programmes 
of many churches and creeds attract special 
attention. There are many reasons for this. 
Columbus was a member of the third 
order of St. Franciscans, one of 
the pees or grades of the 
Order of Franciscan Friars. But there are 
many good pious Oatholicsin St. Louis and 
elsewhere, who are also members of the 
same order and at the same time pursue their 
dafly avocations, because no very heavy 
duties are placed upon the members. And 
Columbus, despite his semi-religious char- 
acter, earned his daily bread by the manu- 
facture and sale of charts and supported his 
family often times on a meager pittance. It 
is generaliy accepted that however base may 
have been the companions and successors 
of Columbus, he himself was for years 
buoyed by a certian missionary 
zeal which he took to be a heaven-sent call 
to bring new worlds intotne fold of Chris- 
tian nations. Add to these reasons the im- 
mense blessings, which the religious element 
ofthe American people feel have been de- 
rived from Columbus’ fortunate find and the 
strong religious cast which has been given 
the festivities is accounted for. 

Early in February the Supérintendents of 
Education in session at Brooklyn, appointed 
a committee to address the ministers of the 
gospel in the United states in  be- 
half of a religious recognition 
of America’s 400th birthday. The com- 
mittee issued an appeal to the 
ministry of the country to observe next Sun- 
day, Oct. 16, as Columbus Day. The minis- 
ters of the various local churches have very 
generally prepared their programmes for 
next Sunday witha view to a recognition of 
the day as Columbus Day; and this they have 
done &s much in accordance with the policy 
of their charges and their creed as in re- 
sponse to the appeal. 

Pope Leo XIII. has gone out of his way to 
display his sympathy with the spirit which 
has moved the American people to observe 
the Columbian quadro-centennial, He is- 
sued a proclamation July 16, 1892, ordering 
thaton Oct. 120r onthe following Sunday, 
Oct. 16,a solemn mass of thanksgiving be 
celebrated in every Catholic Church of the 
United States. He also decreed that since 
President Harrison had set aside Friday, 
Oct. 21, asa national holiday to commemo- 
ratethe great event, all Catholics in the 
United states were exempted from the law 
of abstinence on that day. When it is con- 
sidered that Catholics are forbidden to eat 
meat on Friday except in the rare event that 
Christmas fails on that day, the significance 
of Pope Leo’s exemption becomes apparent.

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POEMS ABOUT DEATH, —_— 


Tennyson Excelled All Poets in Writing 
of the Great Mystery, — 
The late Lord Tennyson: wrote more and 
better poetry about death than ahy other 
poet up to his time. When this is said a most 
distinguished compliment is paid for death 
has always been a favorite subject 
among poets, and has been written about 
more, perhaps, than any other, one theme. 
It is natural that this should be so. . Deatti-is 
mysterious, and poets ixe mysterious things. 
It offers spiendid opportunities for specula- 
tion and for the exercise ofthe imagination, 
and poetry is essentially a speculative. and 
imaginative art. 
Death has been treated in a great variety of 
ways by the countless poets who have uged it 
for their theme. There are some poets who 
would have been much bettemof had they 
left it severely alone. Many a clever versifier 
who has done well in comic and other lighter 
veins has made a try at death, and has there- 
by greatly deteriorated from the fame which 
might otherwise have been his. The trouble 
with the ordinary poet when he writes about 
death is that he 1s invariably either morbid 
or maudlin. Such poets think it 
mission on earth to harrow every 
feelings and to make themselves general! 
disagreeable. To write poetry about deat 
ana escape being morbid or maudlin is an 
object in itself, and one in which Tennyson 
nearly always excelled. 
To Lord Tennyson death had a ular at- 
tractiveness which it has been. the good for- 
tune of but few of us to experience. The or- 
dinary poet’s conception of the mbol of 
death is the well-known figure, which has so 
often appearedin print, of a *‘grim mon- 
ster,’’ a skeleton with hideous claws and a 
grinning skull, who ts usuall meee dimly 
in the background, ever rea spring upon 
his doomed victim. Itis nottothe credit of 
our idea of the immortality of the soul that 
such should be the aéecepted conception, but 
such, nevertheless, is the case. Lord Tenny- 
son’s ideal would much different. It 
would be rather an angel whose mission was 
one of mercy, not of terror. The difference of 
these conceptions, it will be , carries 
with it two entirely different oa et gm 
and everyone must acknowledge tha Lord 
Tennyson’s is by far the more Deautiful and 
Christian. . 
One of the earliest of the Poet Laureate’s 
poens relating to death was that entitled, 
‘Claribel, a Melody,’’ published in 1830. The 
poet was then a young man, and the verses 
are rather more sentimental in spirit than 
those of his later poems on this subject. The 
first stanza is as follows: 


Where Claribel low lieth 
The breezes pause and die, 
Letting the rese leaves fali; 
But the solemn oak tree sigheth, 
Thick-leaved,. ambrosial, 
With an ancient melody 
Of an inward agony

‘‘THE DYING SWAN.’’ 

An enumeration of Tennyson’s death poetry 
would be incomplete without giving space to 
a part at least of the celebrated ode to ‘*The 
Dying Swan.’’ It will be observed that 
whether describing the death of a buman 
being, ofan animal, or of nature in what- 
ever form, Tennysoh’s muse is equally re- 
‘sponsive. The swan has been & en of in 
the preceding lines as floa Gyiig, down 
a broad river, through a wild, grassy plain. 
The closing stanza is famous: 


The wild swan’s death hyma took the soul 
of that waste place with joy

‘*LOVE AND DEATH.’’ 

When still a young man, though then well- 
Known to the world of letters there was pub- 
lishea a poem on ‘‘Love and Death,’’ which 
attracted a wide attention, and which has 
found a place in school readers almost from 
the day ofits publication. The best way to 
eee — reader an idea ot its beauty is to 
print it:

‘*The May Queen,’’ ‘‘New Year’s Eve’’ and 
**Conclusion’’ form a long m, the sub- 
ject of which is the death of a young girl 
which took place inthe year after she. had 
been crowned Queen of the May. It ts the 
most long drawn out and fugubrious of 
Tennyson’s poems which have a Dearing on 
the subject in hand, but some of the 
stanzas, of which this example is ‘given, are 
very pathetic: 


O sweetis the new violet, that comes beneath the 
skies, 

And sweeter is the young lamb’s voice to me that 
cannot rise, 

And sweet is ‘all the land about,. and all the 
flowers that blow, 

And sweeter farisdeath than life to me that long 
to go. 


This poem, which expresses in simple lan- 

uage the willingness with which a youn 
Siri faces death, has appealed to the heart o 
many a sentimental maiden. 

MILDLY CYNICAL. 

The last hours of the dying year have al- 
ways formed a fruitful theme for poets, and 
they were equally popular with Lord Tenay- 
son asa subject for versifying. The fertile 
genius of the poet-laureafe, wever, has 
enabled him to treat the matter ina much 
different form from the others. Here fs a 
unique picture of death. Itisa »with 
a comedy attached, yet through i runs 
an undercurrent of the most delicate sar- 
casm. ‘‘Of with thetold friends, on with 
the new.’’ These are the closing stanzas of 
an ode entitled ‘*The Death of the Vid Year.’’

HIS FINEST POEM ON DEATH. 

Had Tennyson written nothing else than ‘‘In 
Memoriam,’’ there would bave beén need of 
no excuse to have made him Poet Laureate. 
**In Memoriam’’ is the greatest of Tenny- 
son’s works, and as such it has been dis- 
cussed, and will be discussed at length by 
the obituary editors. Asa poem, the subject 
of which, pure and simple, is death, it is 
mentioned here. 

‘*In- Memoriam,’’ more than all other 
things combined which Tennyson has writ- 
ten, illustrates his conception of death. It is, 
in realitvy,a sort of odeto death. It was 
written in memory of the friend of his child- 
hood, Arthur Hallam, and is full of the most 
poignant griefas wellasthe most beautiful 
philosophy which it has ever been the déstiny 
of poets to write down. Of his grief for his 
lost friend Tennyson says: 


I sometimes feel it half a sin 
To put in words the grief I feel; 
For words, like Nature, half reveal 
And half conceal the soul within. 
And later— 7 
as | By is in the rolling air, 
I hear thee where the waters run; 
Thou standest in the rising sun, 
And in the setting thou art fair. 


And in the final stanzas, speaking first of 
man:

‘**In Memoriam’’ isa very long m and 
when he first began to write it Tennyson was 
filled to overflowing with grief at the un- 
timely end of his dearest companion. But 
later on the spirit of philosophy begins to 
assert itself and the poem ends as above, the

having been reached only after a most 
thorough and searching trial of his own soagl. 
**MORTE D’ARTHUR.’’ 
For a long time ‘‘Morte d’Arthur’’ wagte- 
garded as one of the finest of Tennyson’s 
poems.
